It will 
not be possible tor me to go ov r these now. lx people come to go over the records and will 
not have time to go over all I'll ark. them to consider starting where others have stop *d 
and to leave notes, if possible I'll keep a separate file of copies others have taiten, 
which might make it possible to add to whatever was perceived. 

Enclosed will be a copy of each page they've taken beck to Florida. T'ney are leaving 
in the a.m. They liked your idea of your checking. is now copying what they selected 
yestc day ana 3he'll do today's selection tonight. 

The ilouae as aaslna had the Wilriaes and several others, Mrs. tfillis thought who 
had taken pictures, subpoenaed for now. Mrs. Willis phoueu me last night from D.C. She 
did not know the nones of the others. Shu said that they had copyrighted another 6 p i y . 

Wo oleared a separate area of the collar for these new FBI releases. I got enough 
file cabinets to hold them all and more. They wilx all be mechanically separate from the 
other files a.d all will be in numerical sequence. I'm going to Seep thorn all jU3t as I 
receive them^for a number of reasons. One- is to be able to contest withholdings or to make 
it possible for others to do this. B fore they released a single piece of paper I filed 
an FOIA reque.it for the records of the reviews and withholdings. They have’ not responded. 
We can now taka this to court. We intend to as time becomes available for it. x’We are 
also after big hunks of what they have not released.) 

r.y own view is that the FBI took this course to be able to keep control and to be 
able to make litigation much more difficult. A well as to be able to stage media events 
of the releases. T ey knew that before long I'd hi ai t9r them with about 25 FOA requests 
all at least 2 years ov rdue and some mon. that 9 years. Mot a good record for them to 

fac« in court. I'm sure they also had Paul end his requests In ai.-id , pcrhaca others of 
which I do not know.

Tb: first, of two parts, like 105-82555, i> the 
file number that is written on the document. They there is the Serial, which can be of as 
many as four digit*. Sometimes they havo a Mot Reoorded. If you want one of these a 
description ox it, li^e dates and two and from whom, plus the immediately proceeding 
Serial will make retrieval ;»oseible. Hi will then take the Section apart an-’ copy what 
is aake<: for and then out the Section together again to keep it as it was. hia has been 
our practise for a while and it is aa entiol in being able to establish what was withheld. 

Our victory la getting these records has other importances. As of ay last word from 
J ia the crazy ill is actually considering suing to recover the records they gave me. Ti ey 
di.i not. np .eal when they lost, how the vincictive nut may force this to wco.,u proceuent, 
wldch it wane t. while I woulu think saner heads might prevail auu would liate for ’'ia and 
me to have tiu- sntra work entailed, I'd kind of li-.c them to becaus. of what it v.il. enable 
me to do.... We have asked for the first 40,001 on an informal level and will file suit if 
they do:i„t decide soon. In fact if can be part of the suit we won, I think, and already 
havo status as before a court. Best to you all.
